An oil company, operating Beveral 
hundred trucks, has not had a col- 
lision or accident on the highways 
or at railroad crossings for s 
number of years, although during 
that time its trucks crossed railroad 
tracks more than 31.00tt.O0O times. 

It selects Its drivers with proper 
care, Instructs them In safe prac 
tlces and gives thorn to understand 
that failure to stop, look and listen 
before crossing a railroad track, or 
failure properly to observe traffic 
rules and safe practices on the high- 
ways, will result in dismissal from 
the service. 

11 logically follows thHt public re- 
gulation of the same character 
would accomplish a like result, and 
with automohlles increasing in num- 
ber, with proportional increase in 
congestion and haxard of accident, 
the point has been reached and the 
time has arrived for affirmative leg- 
islative action in this regard.
